BAGGAGE STRIKE 


Corps of U, 8. Employes Sent 
Rush Through Delayed 
Mail. : 


80 MEN HAVE QUIT WORK 


BUSINESS HOUSES PROTEST VIG- 


OROUSLY AT INCONVENIENCES. 
a 


Few of the Mails Are Being Sent or Re- 
ceived on Schedule Time—Thou- 
sands of Complaints Expected 
Monday. 


The postoffice department of the United 
States government was compelled to send 
a force of expert mall handlers to Union 
Station this morning in wrder to protect 
itself from unjust criticism and to get the 
mails out on time. 

The “walkout” of the mail handlers and 
beggagemen has placed the St. Louis post- 
Vrrice in a bad plight, and very few of the 
mails are being received or sent cut on 
schedule. Complaints by the score are be- 
ing filed at the Federal building, the large 
mercantile establishmerts protesting vigor- 
ously against the delay. 

Last night few of the treines were able 
to leave Union Station as scheduled, for 
they were obliged to await the arrival in 
the mail cars of the out-going mail. 

A worse condition of affairs prevailed 
this morning, when at 10:20 o'clock, the 
city division of the postoftice had received 
| the consignment from only two unimportant 
trains, whoreas the mails from about 16 
should have been already distributed. 


POSTOFFICE OFFICIALS ACT. 

The matter became so urgent that in 
Postmaster Baumhoff’s absence his secre- 
tary, Mr. John H. Bracken, sent Messrs. 
Frank A. Rehm, superintendent of the city 
division; H. B. Martin. superintendent in 
charge at the Union Station, and William 
J. Kipp, superintendent of the mailing di- 
vision, to the big dépot to do whatever was 
possible in the premises. They were placed 
in charge of a squad of distributors, every 
available member of the clerical force ac- 
companying them to expedite the delivery 
of the mails to the postoffice. 

Mr. Bracken predicts that there will be 
thousands of complaints received by the 
department Monday because of the unpre- 
cedented delays which have already. oc- 
eu “to and will doubtless continue untt! 
the postoffice force is able to properly ada- 
_ Just matters, which can scarcely be done 
before the heavy rush of Saturday’s <busi- 
ness. | : : 

Today is always the busiest day of the 
week for tho postoffice department, and all 
the mén are required to handle the mails in 
the postoffice proper. 


BUSINESS AT A STANDSTILL. 

While the mall from only about 16 trains 
should have been distributed by 10:30 o'clock 
this morning, there should have arrived at 
the postoffiagp the mail from almost as 
many more which would be distributed as 
it came. 

Almost every department is visibly af- 
fected by the unusual delays, and business 
Was at a standstill this morning. 

The three superintendents sent to the 
Tinton Station are working in conjunction 
with Mr. Still P. Taft, superintendent of 
the railway mail service. 

Tt Was necessary for ihe management cf 
the Terminal Association to engage about 
#0 extra men on a few moments notice to 
handle the immense accumutation of bag- 
gage and mii] caused by the walkout of 
the 80 men formerly employed. Atout 6 
o'clock these were procured from an em- 
- ployment .agencx the. majority being street 
ear conductors and motormen who had been 
ngaged to go to New Orleans to take the 
places of the strikers there. 

-It is said that a special car was side- 
fracked wpon the application of the Ter- 
minal for employes, and the men were of- 
fered $2 to work from 6 o'clock until 10:30 
at night, and $2 additional if they remained 
at work until 2 o'clock this morning. The 
greater portion of them stayed on until 
about 6:50 o’clock this morning, when thev 
qtiit work and waited about for their pay. 


BAGGAGE UNHANDLED. 


Supt. Daniel Breck was on hand 
this morning and was awaiting the prepar- 
ation of the pay rolls. He admitted that 
more than the usual quota of men had been 
required, but stated that the baggage had 
been cleared and the trains had gotten un- 
derway all right. At 9 o'clock the extra 
men had not been paid, and only about a 
helf dozen handlers were at work. 

An experienced man, who has been in the 
Terminal employ for a number of years, 
stated that the baggage was piling up and 
that an unusually large lot of it remained 
unhandled. Mr. Breck admits that tonight 
there may be more or,Jess difficulty, when 
the Sunday newspaptrs will swell the 
amount of mai] matter to be handled and 
the departure of the usual Saturday night 
travelers, together with theatrical troupes 
leaving the city with their great amount 
of . will make another large demand 
upon the resources of the company.

AWFUL FORCE. 


Miss Naill, Who Is a Beautiful Girl, 
Was Severely Injured—She Did 
Not Know an Accident Had 
Happened Until This 
Morning. 


Miss Mattie Naill, one of the trick bicy- 
clists of the South Side carnival at Lemp’s 
Park, was thrown from her wheel Friday 
evening while riding about the ‘dazzle,’ a 
circujar fence, made of inch slats nine feet 
long, set an inch apart. The dazzle slants 
at an angle of 73 degrees, and has an upper 
circumference of 72 feet. 

Miss Naill was riding near the top of the 
dazzle, in company with Charles G. Fitz- 
patrick, when her wheel struck his* handle- 
bar and caused it to turn into one of the 
inch spaces. -Its sudden turn threw Miss 
Naill from her seat into the air like a bow 
from an arrow.

L, 8. McCain and.J. K. Riffle 
Were Shipwrecked off 
Brazil. 


Levert S. McCain and J. K. Riffle, re- 
cently salesmen for St. Louis shoe houses, 
were shipwrecked off the coast of Brazil 
on Aug. 3 last, and, with 23 of their fellow 
passengers, spent a week on a small island 
inhabited by untutored but inoffensive 
savages. 

Dr. John H, McCain of 612 Washington, 
avenue, brother of the first named of the 
refugees, has received a letter telling the 
story of the shipwreck and the rescue. 

McCain and Riffle sailed for Liverpool 
early in July, and from that English port 
they embarked in the importing business. 
They started soon afterward on their trip 
to South America, with Buenos Ayres as 
their destination. 

The Knglish vessel on whieh the two 
young men sailed for Brazil was driven out 
of it# course by bad weather, and on Aug. 
2, at 3 o'clock In the morning, struck the 
rocks off a small island. 

“There were 25 of us on board,’’ wrote 
young McCain to his brother. ‘‘We were 
all out in a few minutes after the mate 
started around the — with the announce- 
ment that the ship had gone on the rocks. 

‘‘We were told that we would have time 
to get the most valuable of our belongings 
together, and the boats were more than 
sufficient for us to get away in. So, while 
the crew kept working at the pumps we 
worked as calmly as we could, but as fast 
as we could, too. It was after daylight 
when we got away from the ship. Before 
we had rowed a half mile we saw her go to 
pieces. 

FOUND SEMI-SAVAGES. 

“Tt was two miles to the island, and as ft 
was a place where ships rarely landed, we 
were not very easy in our minds about 
the reception we would get. We thought we 
would find the people savages, and so they 
were, nearly—wore only a few rags and a 
pleasant smile. But the pleasant smile was 
a relief, for if they nadn’t regarded us 
pleasantly they might have done us a great 


deal of mischief. They could hardly have 
eaten us, though. There were enough of us 
to put up a good fight. 

“My repeating rifle interested them more 
than anything else. They had seen ordl- 
nary guns before, and a very few of them 
had old-fashioned rifles, but my repeater 
was the ae of the island. One of the 
wealthiest natives offered me 14 horses for 
the gun. As I had no use for the horses 
there and saw no way of gett.ng them 
awav, I declined his offer. 

“Such articles as we could spare we 
gave the natives for their attentions to us, 
and they seemed to feel more than repaid. 
They gave us the best of their 
to stay in. The houses are built of mud 
and leaves, but we managed to find comfort 
in them. 

“Our stay there lasted two weeks. Then 
a Pacific mail steamship passed, and we 
flagged it and were taken on board. All 
of us except 
He was a young Englishman who had left 
his home because he was unwilling to 
marry the girl his parents had selected 
for him. But after his shipwreck expe- 
rience he was anxious to go home, and an 
outbound steamer which we met before 
reaching Buenos Ayres took him back.”

NO CONFERENCE ON TUESDAY 


BAER AROUSED THE IRE OF NEW 
YORK’S GOVERNOR. 


All of the Operators at Yesterday’s 
Conference Insisted That There 
Could Be No Recognition of 
the Miners’ Union Con- 
sidered by Them, 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—Chairman Thomas 
ef the Erie road today issued a statement 
that there would be no conference on the 
part of the operators on the strike on Tues- 
day, and saying that his statement yester- 
duy was definitive. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—President Baer lost 
his head at the final conference on the coal 
strike, and Gov. Odell made him publicly 
apologize. | 

Odell, with Penrose, Quay and Platt, 
President Baer ard E. Thomas of the Erie 
road, were in session. Bluntly, Mr. Baer 
announced: 

“The strike will end only when the men 
return to work cn the same terms that 
existed before the strike.’’ 

‘Ine of the senators urged that the union 
of the miners be recognized, and that some 
trifling concession be granted so the men 
could return with good grace. ‘This propo- 
sition angered Mr. bBuaer. Turning to GOV. 
Odell and Senator Quay, he snorted: 

“What coal mines do you oontrol cr work? 
Not one. Yet'‘you undertake to direct and 
dictate now we shall attend to our business 
of vperating coal mines. 
*“Your business is politics. 
ticians. 

“\We are coal operators, and our business 
is to mine coal. 

“You ,say that a Democratic governor 
will be elected in New York ufiless this coal 
sirike is ended. 

“You ask us to subordinate our business 
of mining coal to your business of politics. 

“We do not care if Pennsylvania has a 
Democratic governor next year, or if New 
York Ras a Demotratic governor next year. 
We are not politicians. We don’t propose 
to surrender our business for the sake of 
politics. ’ 


ODELL’S HOT REPLY. 

Gov. Odeli with difficulty restrained him- 
self. When President Baer finished he said 
with strong emphasis: 

“Mr. Baer, you are mistaken. I am not 


a poll‘icii.n. Lam the governor of the state 
ol New York, the chosen representative ot 
geven mill.ons of ;eo:,le. 1 am here as thei; 
“épreseniative to rel.eve, ff possible, an in- 
tolerable situation; and, what is more, I in- 
tend to use every power at my command 
to do it.”’ 

“Are we to understand,’’ centinued the 

governor, “that no kind of a conciliatory 
proposition will receive consideration at the 
hands of the operators?’ 
“I did not say that,’’ retorted Mr. Baer, 
“but I do say, and I reiterate it, that we 
will not accept political advice or allow the 
o~ 4 teh conan of politicians in this, our af- 
alr."’ 

. Odell’'s indignation was for the first 
time realized by President Baer: In a semi- 
apologetic tone he said: 

“Governor, I do not wish to offend you. 
No personal affront was intended and we 
will listen to any suggestion you make. 
But again I repeat we must refuse to rec- 
Ognize the union as represented by Mr. 
Mitchell.”’ 

“I believe,’’ said the governor, ‘‘that youn 
position from a public view is absolutely 
untenable. If coal operators, railroad men 
and other business men can combine for 
mutual protit and protection, there is no 
reason why laboring men should not.’’ 

‘What is the proposition?’ said Mr. Baer, 
coldly. 

“Just this,”” said Gov. Odell. “I am sure 
that the labor organization of which Mr. 
Miichell is head desires him to be fair 
with the general public. If the operators 
will consent to give the men 5 cents a ton 
increase, I will personally present it to the 
miners, and I believe they will accept it. 
It is a fair proposition.’’ 

‘‘Does this mean, Gov. Odell, that we are 
to recognize the miners’ union?’ Mr. Baer 
asked. ‘ 

“It certainly does,’’ answered Gov. Odell

THREAT OF LEGISLATION. 

‘It is useless for us to discuss any prop- 
osition which includes recognition of the 
union,’’ replied Mr. Baer. 

The senators changed their tactics and 
tried to bulldoze Mr. Baer. One of them 
said to him: 

‘“‘You do not seem to realize that a reso- 


lution of the coal mining industry on a 
scale adequate for the public needs can be 
accompHshed in such an emergency as this 
without the aid of the operators. 

“It is not improbable that a special ses- 
sion of its legisiature will be called both 
by New York and Pennsylvania to take 
action that will lead to a reopening of the 
mines irrespective of the operators.’’ 

“Tl do not know what the legislatures of 
New York and Pennsylvania will do,”’ said 
Mr. Baer, with a semi-contemptuous smile, 
“but I am confident of the ability of the 
operators to end this strike and resume the 
mining of coal on a large'scale before the 
winter sets in. 

‘There will be no rage ety 3 on the part 
of the public, gentlemen, of that I am sure. 
If it were not for such efforts as these 
the strike would have practically been set- 
tled by this time. A majority of the men 
have Geen willing to return to work for 
some time, and have been kept away from 
the mines because of a lack of proper pro- 
tection, and becaure of fajse hopes cre- 
ated by the ill-advised efforts of outsid-

LESSON X 


FORMATIONS—THE SCRIMMAGE. 

It might be said very easily that nine- 
tenths of the game is in trying to advance 
the bal by rushing—having some man of 
the offensive team carry it to advance it 


toward the enemy's goal. 

The run starts from the scrimmage the 
moment the center-rush snaps the ball. At 
that instant every man on the team—on 
both teams, in fact—should be on the jump. 

uick starting 1s one of the most important 

ings in football. To get a second’s start 
on your opponent may mean victory, both 
in quick, hard charging and at the begin- 
ning of a run. 

The methods of defense have been quite 
fully set forth in these lessons, treating of 
the different positions. It is the amore 
means of attack which we have to consider 
now—straight football. 


CPNTER PLUNGING. 
There are two ways of center plunging !n 
common use. One is to send one or more 


men through the line tn front of the runner 
to make a hole for him and to confuse the 
other team as to who ig carrying the bali, 
and the other is to always have the*man 
with the ball go first with the other play- 
ers of his team helping him usually from 
behind. Of these two strongly advocate 
the latter as it places the ball farthest in 
front sooner after it is put in play and 
& es the runner more chance for individual 
ead work. 

In the attack between guard and center, 
or guard and tackle, the formation tis the 
same. Say the effort {s to be between guard 
and tackle on the right side of the line: 
The right halfback receives the ball from 
the quarter about in the middle of bis ab- 
domen, the securest place for it, and goes 
for the line low and hard—it's always ‘‘low 
an4 hard’’ tn footbull—and he must take 
care lest he slacken his momentum just as 


he my the line, as sO many runners are 


apt 
DON’T PUSH-TOO SOON. 
Those back of him in the tandem should 
not attempt to push him until he comes in 
contact with the line. If they do, it is apt to 


throw the runner off his balance. When 
they do shove it should not be with their 
hans, but with their shoulders. This give 
the attack a much greater and more solid 


striking power. 

The fullback should follow immediately 
behind the runner and then the left half- 
back and the !eft tackle in the order named. 
The right guard should block the opposite 
guard off to the left and the tackle should 
biock his cpponent off to the right, thus 
forming a hole for the play to go through. 

The left end, instead of coming around 
behind and pushing, as some coaches ad- 
vocate, I would have break through the 
line and be ready to interfere for the run- 
ner in case he should succeed in getting 
clear of the line or to pull him alone if 
chance offers. In center plays pulling will 
sometimes be found more effective than 
pushing. as there is a much better chance 
to get forcible up-lift. 


THE END RUN. 
As in all offensive plays, the others of 
the team not intimately concerned in the 
play should be getting the men opposite 


them out of it. 

Another very common play and one 
which, when well executed, is the most 
potent of any in straight football for the 
advancement of the ball is the end run. 
This is tn reality directed between end and 
tackle instead of “‘around the end” as in 
dase of yore. 

Let us suppose that the run is to be at 
right end and that the right half is to take 
the ball. The instant the pigskin is snapped 
the right half and fullback should charge 
out for the opponents’ end rush and try

to box him. __ They y_ should 1 block him low 


if they can, but he has the better chance 
to get the underhoild, as it were, for he is 
more nearly stationary. 

They should get him out of the play 
somehow, for if they do not the runner 
has only himself.to rely upon and will 
probably be at hia mercy. 


QUARTER’S POSITION. 
bp ge cg should run along inside and 
a li in advance of the man with the 


ball.‘ Behind the quarter should be the left 
guard and tackle, and the left end ought 
to be behind the runner. 

N, this order they should pass the line, 
anu if they do it usually means a touch- 
down. The play is a beautiful one to 
watch as well as to execute with ‘pre- 
cision. If the team is fast, all the men, 
even thoge from the other end of the line, 
should be able to get into the interference. 

The quarterback, guard, tackle and end, 
who have come from the left of the line. 
are all there to help the right end, tackle 
and guard ety 4 ee away from the 
man with the 


USE THE ENDS. 
I ‘belleve in using the ends to advance 
the bail. To @o this they stand on the 


same line, as the backs,.thus leaving five 
men in the iine, which is the inferior limit 
according to the rules. In using the ends 
to run with the ball the same formation of 
interference is used as with the backs. 

The fullback is generally used for 
straight Hne plunging, but in end work he 
is often of great service. In an attack on 
right end the right end and quarter have 
to take charge of the opponents’ end. In 
this case the runner has to turn in quicker. 

The great majority of offensive plays are 
directed at tackle and the regulation tan- 
dem, such as described has been found to 
be a good old reliable stand-by. There is 
less likelihood of a fumble although, too, 
the possibilities for long gains are not as 
great as a general thing.

CONSPICUOUSLY UNFIT CANDIDATES. 


The present law governing the office of justice of the peace was 
passed by a Democratic state legislature for the purpose of ele- 
vating tho office. That was the ground upon which the adoption 
of the law was sought and it was the acknowledged ground upon 
which the legislature passed the law. 

With a salary of $2500 atached to the office and a jurisdiction 
over all cases involving less than $500 it was assumed that men 
of character and capacity, with knowledge of the law, wowd 
accept the office, and that the people, tin view of its importance, 
would elect only competent men of good character to the office.

FAMOUS AMERICAN PLAGUES, 


The story of insect plagues forms an in- 
teresting chapter of the history of the 
great West. States equal to half of conti- 
nental Bucepe have been visited by plagues 
of locusts, chinch bugs and grasshoppers 
and their entire vegetation laid as bare and 
waste as if swept by fire. Some recent 
statistics have been compiled by the Wash- 
ington agricultural experts which show 
that in 1867 the total annua! loss to the farm 
crops of this country from insect ravages 
amounted in round numbers to between 
$200,000,000 and 000,000,000. Locust plagues 
were among the earliest in West and North- 
west. In the Dakotas and Iowa locusts 
became so numerous that ft was impossible 
to raise crops. By the spring of 1876 and 
1876 bankruptcy stared the whole northwest- 
ern group of states in the face. The awful 
acreech and noise made by the locusts mad- 
dened and crazed men, women and children 
and the days became horrible nightmares. 


Another great plague which occastonally 
develops into huge proportions today ts that 
caused by the chinch bug, which has bven 
called the “costHest insect in America.” 
This famous bug has caused a million dol- 
lars’ worth of damage to crops in a single 
year. Altogether the successive plagues 
of this tiny Ingect have caused losees to the 
farmers of the country amounting to over 
$330,000,000. The chinch bug is a small in- 
sect to cause so much trouble and it is

LIKE A ;‘QUIZ” CLASS. 
A half-hour after the examination began

Kkvery range of the law was 
covegd, the questions being placed s0 as 
to casl forth expressions of proceedure in 
mythical cases which every lawyer must 
follow under the code of pleading extant in 
this state.

To be admitted to the bar of Missouri 
courts two avenues are open to the one so 
desiring. Three peor stud in certain 
recognized law schools and the exhibition 
of a diploma. from these institutions will 
accomplish the feat without further cere- 
mony, Those not fortunate enough to trav- 
el this gilded road must resort to the old 
practice in vogue when law schools were 
unknown—study in the office of some es- 
tablished lawyer. 

The length of time of such study is not 
fixed by any arbitrary rule, but it is the 
generally accepted precedent that two 
years is as short a period as ought to be 
spent by the student in acquiring a gen- 
eral knoyledge sufficient to entitle him for 
examin®10n and admission to the bar. 

In the course of his novitiate at the legal 
shrine he must gain a general knowledge 
of Blackstone, Bishop on Contracts, Green- 
leaf on LEvidence, Bliss on Code Pieading, 
Benjamin on Sales, Cooley on Torts, Story’s 
Equity, Tiedeman on Real Property and 
Commercial Paper. These tomes once 
mastered, no examination has any terrors 
for the applicant. The underlying prin- 
ciples of common law are his. All that is 
needed is experience and ability to succeed. 

When the student decides that he haa 
mastered the qualifications necessary to 
become a full-fledged attorney, he files his 
application in the office of the circuit clerk 
accompanied by the affidavits of two 
reputable witnesses as,to character, then 
awalts the examination called by the com- 
mission. Should he be so fortunate as to 
pass, he deposits three dollars with the 
circuit clerk, receives his certificate of ad- 
mission as a practicing attorney, and hangs 
out his shingle.
